I can provxde tne FBI wltn additional information, 
perhaps these numbers can be normalized. Once normalized, 
further analysis can be conducted on the numbers to enhance 
ongoing investigative efforts . The types of information that may 
assist in the normalization process constitute providing a 
"context" for the invalid numbers. With whom has each number 
been associated? With whom has it been in contact? With which 
other telephone numbers, both foreign and domestic, has it been 
in contact? On what dates and time was the invalid number in 
contact with known telephone numbers or subjects? What other, 
known telephone numbers, foreign and domestic, have been 
associated with the subject associated with the invalid number?
